Ottawa, Dee. 18.— Once again itflie call 
to arms is sounding throughout the 
Dominion. Alitor the cabinet meeting 
this afternoon the Premier handed out 
the following statement: 

"The Imperial government have at 
length cabled their acceptance of the 
offer of the Canadian government made 
on the 7th November last, of a .second 
contingent. A cabinet council was held 
this morning, and instructions were 
given to tli t . militia department to pre- 
pare this second contingent to go for- 
ward at the earliest possible moment. A 
cablegram to this effect lias been sent to 
the war ofllce."

Charles Beresford is quoted in an inter- 
view to-day as saying: "The issue of tho 
war will depend more upon artillery than 
anything else, especially at the siege, of 
Pretoria ami other places where tin? big- 
gest buttles are expected. Therefore I 
urge that all naval guns which can bo 
spared front tho reserves and other ships 
be mounted for iiold service immediately. 
This move Is necessary as there are no 
quick-tiring twelve pounders of 12 hun- 
dred weight in the army. 

'The government should immediately 
commission every ship in "A" division of 
the navy as a needful precaution against 
any nation seeking to take advantage, 
of Great Britain's condition. No friend- 
ly nation could object. 

"I am greatly pleased to see General 
Roberts and General Kitchener go to tho 
aid of General BuKer." 

THE VOLUNTEERS' PART. 
London. Doc. IS— Mr. Goo. .T. Goschen, 
first lord of the admiralty, when distrib- 
uting prizes to Volunteers and riflemen 
in London to-night, said: "I little 
thought when I accepted this invitation 
that 1 should address men to whom an 
appeal has boon made to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the regulars in South Af- 
rica. Tbe possession of 250,000 Volun- 
teers will bo regarded by the country, 1 
am sure, as a groat element of security 
and I am confident that they are all pro- 
pared to do their duty. 

"Tho colonies are also prepared to do 
their share, and Canada and Australia 
are to the fore, welcoming tho opportun- 
ity to go to tho front." (Enthusiastic; 
cheers.) 

After praising tbe great services of tho 
naval brigades assisting the troops iu 
South Africa and testifying to the con- 
stant anxiety of naval men to bo in tho 
thick of tho lighting, Mr. Goschen said; 
"It is impossible to grant their desires, 
although these soldiers and sailors would 
bo glad to go to South Africa in thous- 
ands, because when 120,000 regulars 
have already left our shores tho respon- 
sibility for tho efficiency of our navy will 
bo immensely increased. 

"I believe the preparedness of the navy 
has contributes! essentially to assist 
Britons to remain calm and confident 
despite the black outlook. We have not 
only to look at the South African situa- 
tion, but at possible emergencies all 
around, and without being an alarmist 
I would insist that we must sacrifice 
much to the imperative duty that every 
ship be fully and properly manned." 

Mr. Goschen concluded with an elo- 
quent tribute to the unanimity of tho 
country and the colonies in supporting 
tho government in a grave crisis.

UBIQUITY OF THE BLUEJACKET. 

General Haudiness and Utility Never 
More Apparent Than in Present 
Campaign. 

Prom the Canadian Military Oozcto. 

It has long been taken as an accepted 
tact hy their own people that the British 
jack-tar can always be counted on to 
turn up at "the right time at the right 
place," hut it is doubtful indeed if at any 
lime since the Crimea and Indian Mutiny 
the sterling worth of the sailors has been 
so demonstrated and so fully appreciated 
by the army as in the initial stages of 
the campaign now well under way in 
South Africa. The presence of the 
naval guns at Ladysmith ; s universally 
admitted to have been one of the chief 
factors in insuring the continued success 
of our garrison throughout the wearying 
and tedious investment, while the help 
rendered the First Division in its bloody 
actions at Belmont, Oraespan and Modeler 
River by the Naval Brigade is best testi- 
fied by its heavy losses in oflleers and 
men. The general handiness and utility 
of the British sailornian was. however, 
we believe, never exemplified to better 
advantage than in the fitting out of tlie 
detachment which went to Gen, White's 
assistance at Ladysmith on October 20 
and 21. The Army and Navy Gazette 
states that Oapt. Percy Scott, If. N, had 
suggested to the admiral in command 
that all the long 12-poundcrs in the 
squadron, to the number of ,'«;. should 
he sent ashore to help defend the 



frontier until the troops arrived from 
England. With the help of an assistant 
engineer and a lieutenant of the Terrible, 
a carriage for land service was designed, 
parts made and birilt both of wood and 
metal, and the first gun mounted in posi- 
tion on travelling carriage in less than 
IS hours. Tests were then made, the 
gun fired, and everything found all right. 
Other 4.7-inch guns were similarly 
mounted, and, as is well known, tin- guns 
arrived at Ladysmith just in the nick of 
time, and have rendered invaluable ser- 
vice in holding off Sir George White's 
besiegers.

We assume that 
another mil shipload will go forward 
or sav 1.000 men. This will be a mixed 
corns of horse, foot and artillery.

There will be 
plenty »f volunteers for service as soon 
ii.s it is known what is wanted. 

The comments of the Continental press 
are very bitter.

Ibe only portfolios 
ol iuij importance in n -pen to the 
finances, and has hidden his colleagues 
away in obscure cotneis of tthc cabinet. 
It an extraordinary thing thai this 
province is so short of men tit for pub'ic 
position that Mr. Cotton mn-l need-; be 
•both paymaster and payee of all public 
moneys. So greater evidence «f 
weakness of the government can he 
asked than the retention of these oilier, 
by Mr. Cotton. Why was not one or 
the other of the portfolios held by Mr. 
Cotton given to some one else? Mr. 

Prentice might have been offered '. 

and if he had accepted it and offered for 
re-eleetien the eloud upon his title to Ilis 
ticat would have been removed. We do 
not siiy Mr. Prentice would have accept- 
ed the offer, but it might have been 
made to him. Mr. Wells carried ii con- 
stituency for the government, which the 

present opposition held at Ihe general 
election. Why was he not recognized 
I>y the offer of one of Mr. Cotton's port- 
folios? Why have neither of them been 
placed at the disposal of one of the 
Island -overninent supporters? There 
arc other gentlemen on the right hand 
of the iSpeaUer, who could creditably till 
either of the positions. Why was none 
of them selected? It is well known that 
Mr. Oottonwas quite ready to hand over 
a portfolio to a member of the opposi- 
tion, it is therefore very strange that 



he should h.tve withheld one from his 
friends. He has probably relied upon 
his ability to keep the latter in hand by 
the threat, of a dissolution; but we ore 
confident that he will fall. 



A SUGGESTION. 

The Imperial government has express- 
d its readiness to accept all Colonial 
ffers of contingents for South Africa, 
preference being given for mounted corps. 
Wo suggest that British Columbia oiiglil 
to come to the front with a squadron, 
say- 200 strong, of rough riders. The 
horses and the men can he readily got 
here. The suggest inn i.s that a distinc- 
tively British Columbia contingent should 
be formed, the expense of raising and 
equipping it to bo borne locally, This 
i.s worth thinking over, and sonic of our 
wealthy citizens might, take the matter 
up. If a beginning were made there 
would be plenty of offers to supply horses 
ami accoutrements from persons of small 
mini ns. We believe there would be 
plenty of volunteers fur the service, 

Something of this kind, quite distinct 
from anything the Dominion government 
may do, would he the besl proof of loy- 
alty to the Empire that Mils province 
could offer. 

It might be well for the government 
to benr the expense, anil then we would 
all contribute something towards it. 



Will; KING IN MINHS. 

Mr. (Tute. who is examining into the 
working of tin- eight-hour law at the in- 
stance of the Dominion government, is 
bringing out considerable interesting i"- 
rormntion. The evidence, as far as we 
have be, oi able to examine it. seems to 
demonstrate the entire fallacy of the 
claim that men would or could do as 
much work in right hours tis in ten. The 
manager of the Vniir mine testified that 
it cost bis company lii per cent, more to 
sink a shaft with eight-hour shifts than 
with ten-hour shifts. Practical miners 
admitted that there is considerable loaf- 
ing indulged in when men work in t.en- 
hour shifts, so that the actual working 
time was probably reduced thereby to 
nine hours. They thought there would 
be less proportionate loafing if the hours 
of labor were eight. It is claimed that 
a hummer man can do as much work in 
eight hours as in ten. provided he is will- 
ing to do so, but where machines lire 
used, as in the best mines, the case is 
very different, for of course a machine 
can do more work in the longer time. 
Mr. B. W. Gruhamo, who worked by 
contract in the Silver King, said that 
they used to make from $r».l)0 to $0.40 a 
day under the old system, but the aver- 
age is much less under the eight-hour 
plan. He said that if he were working 
on a contract he would certainly work 
ten hours. 

Mr. Crahumo gave some interesting tes- 
timony as to tin- feeling id' the miners. 
Me said that under the old system the 
relations of the miners and mine-own- 
ers were perfectly satisfactory. He had 
heard the new law discussed, but the 
millers did not appear to want it, and 
when it was passed they took no partic- 
ular interest in it. He .spoke of file 
scarcity of good miners. lie believed 
that if the companies could get good min- 
ers and pay them $,'1.50 for ehrhl hours 
they would gel as much satisfaction out 
of them as mil of an average crew work- 
ing ten hours, but frankly admitted that 
he did not know where the men could be 
got. 

Mr. Croasdaile, general manager of the 
Hall Mines, said that under tin' ten-hour 
system th. men who worked by contract 
averaged $4.-J8 a day. but under the 
eight-hour system they only averaged 
$3.48. He said that a great many of the 
best miners bad left bhe country, when 
the new law came in force, to avoid be- 
ing tyrannized over by the Union. 

On the whole tie- evidence seems to 
bear out the position taken by this paper, 
that 'lie eight-hour law was not asked 
for i.y the miners and is not a piece of 
legislation in the interest of either em- 
ployers or employed.

One good thing about the defeat of 
Greenway is the punishment it adminis- 
ters to a section of the bund of con- 
spirators who raised a religious question 
for their own political ends.

Greenway was hard pressed some years 
ago, he went lo a French constituency 
in which there was a bye-election ami 
urged the return of a supporter on the 
ground that he was a friend of separate 
schools.

It is 
known now that the correspondence 
from Ottawa to Winnipeg on the subject 
was transmitted to Laurier, and all the 
refusals lo modify Ihe law in the slight- 
est degree which came from Greenway 
and Sifton were written on an under- 
standing with Gander, wdio saw them 
and approved of them before they were 
sent to Ottawa.

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City Coucil 

And Trustees. 
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Anegles Ferry By-law Disappears 
and Chilliwack Comes 
to the Front. 



New Position for Chief Sheppard 
—the Scools Chlrstmas 
Vacation. 



■Both die city council and the board of 
public school trustees held protracted 
meetings yesterday evening at the city 
hull, the session of the former body lust- 
ing until the stroke of 11— to be con- 
tinued to-anorrow evening at the usual 
hour; imd the educational board com- 
pleting its labors for the evening but a 
quarter of nu hour earlier. The council 
session was of very considerable inter- 
est, the business including the endorse- 
ment of various public works to the limit 
of the available funds; the appointment 
of Mr. II. W. Sheppard as assistant 
police court prosecutor ami Chinook in- 
terpreter, upon his retirement, from the 
Ollice of chief Of police; the killing Ot 
the Port Angeles ferry by-law, by the 
rising of committee without report; aud 
the introductory skirmish upon what is 
generally known as the Ohilliwiick 
railway 'scheme, although the by-law lu 
connection is termed the Victoria >fc Hid- 
ney Extension by-law. The business of 
the trustee board was chiefly in relation 
to the closing exercises at the various 
public schools, which are set for Friday 
forenoon, the North Ward, however, hav- 
ing a programme for the afternoon, and 
the High school classes also assembling 
after the lornral dismissal, for the pres- 
entation of the Governor-General's 
medals. The only other interesting item 
of school board business was in connec- 
tion with the relative advantages of the 
vertical system of penmanship, with re- 
gard to which the city superintendent 
was requested to present, a report, 

Although but fifteen minutes' grace is 
allowed the aldernflluic board by the 
rules, in the matter of meetings, the 
hands of the clock pointed to S:22 last 
evening when the mayor and members of 
the council took their places; and it was 
X:05 when the minutes had been duly 
disposed of. 

First in the order of communications 
came a letter from Hon. J. S. Helmcken, 
jM. D., withdrawing— as no longer neces- 
sary — his offer with respect to the drain- 
ing of Beacon Hill park through that por- 
tion of his property known as the Mc- 
Tavlsh estate; this communication going 
upon the file. 

Next a protest was received from 
George de Wolf, against the paving of 
Broad street, which went pro forma to 
the city assessor, although it was under- 
stood to bo insufficient to deter the work; 
aud a complaint of the unequal distribu- 
tion of city work, from W. (!. Eden — 
which was promptly ordered filed. 

City Clerk Dowler reported the receipt 
and reference to the engineer's depart- 
ment during the week of communications 
in regard to drainage and sidewalk im- 
provement, from 10. B. Blackwood, Wil- 
liam A. Franklin and B. Holmes— the 
clerk's formal report also going upon file. 

The recommendation from the city soli- 
citors that Mr. H. M. Crahamo hi' paid 
$12 for damage done to an uninsured 
window on Government street through 
negligence of corporation workmen, wa. 
adopted without debate; as was also 
reix>rt from the city engineer and the 
■solicitors, in conjunction, advising that, 
as the Albion Iron Works Co. had repu 
diated responsibility for the sidewalk 
adjacent to their manufactory, the conn 
cil resume possession of the area ill ques- 
tion, -and replace the walk. 

'In response to a request from the coun- 
cil, Fire Cnief Deasy reported that i 
would cost (roughly) $354 to place a fir 
alarm box on Alpha street. He- noted 
incidentally that the nearest hydrant t< 
Alpha street was at present 3,000 feet 
distant, and srtnted that in his opinion a 
hydrant wns n first requisite of protec- 
tion for the locality — an alarm would b( 
of little advantage without water. 

This report was placed on tile; while 
an estimate from City Electrician Hut 
chison of the cost of giving electric light 
to the Jubilee hospital side gate and to 
Miryward avenue— $110 in the former case 
and $115 in the latter— was adopted, de- 
spite the vigorous protest of Aid. Bry- 
don, Humphrey, Cameron and Beckwith 
that a decision should no! be made with- 
out, reference to the committee. 

Aid. Humphrey maintained in this con- 
nection that the light at the Jubilee hos- 
pital side gate hud not been formally 
applied for; that the proper position for 
a light in this locality was at the comer 
of Edmonton road, opposite the isolation 
hospital; and that to grant the light at 
the hospital gate, over the beads of the 
committee, would be to insult that body, 
in all of which observations Aid. Brydon 
concurred. 

For the granting of the hospital board's 
request, the Mayor, Aid. Stewart and 
MaoGregor spoke briefly but to effect— 
the light being granted by a vote of ti to 
A. There was no opposition to the light 
on Saywiird avenue, which had been 
approved by the commdttee, and it \vai 
unanimously ordered. 

In talking leave or the subject, Aid. 
Williams directed attention to the neces- 
sity for a light on the Gorge road, near 
the city boundary. 

Aid. Brydon suffgrerted that the council 
order this, too, and ithe light asked for on 
Johnson street— the council seeming to 
••are nothing for the views of tibe com- 
mittee. 

_ There being no estimates on the cost, of 
installing those lights, the mayor ruled 
t hat such a suggestion could not he enter- 
tained. 

Reports from the city engineer were 
next taken into consideration, the council 
finding itself with $1,784 available, and 
• ordering the carrying out of the follow- 
ing works: 

Surfacing street, between Donglas and 
Blnnchard, at a total estimated cost of 
?710.O0, surface draining not Included. 

Constricting bos drain on Fourth street, 
at a cost of $60. 

Constructing gravel sidewalk with wood- 
en curb on Belcher street, between Vancou- 
ver and Cook, nt an estimated cost of $0Q. 

Constructing plank sidewalk on Oaflboro 
Bay Bond, west of I'emberton Road, at mi 
estimated cost of $171. 

Repairing streets In the Work Estate lo- 
cality, at nn estimated cost of $150. 

Constructing a pljic. drain on Cook street, 
to take the place of tfie present box drain, 
and which can be used us a sewer If ne- 
cessary, at an estimated cotil of $t45; 

Constructing a sidewalk on Terrace liven 
lie. nt an estimated cost of $24, 

Constructing a sidewalk on ltellot street, 
from Cook street easterly, at an estimated 
cost of $20. 
\ Owing to the ■exhaustion of the avail- 1 
able funds, the following Vhuis were.

which connection the city engineer notes: 
"The streets in question are in very bad 
condition, but owing to the wet weather 
they could not be Improved to advantage." 

Improving Cults street, ut an estimated 
cost of $100. 

Stone-surfacing Pandora street, at an es- 
timated cost (.without bringing to grade) 
of $r>ou; or (with bringing to grade) of 
$700. On this point the city engineer had 
noted: "It will be necessary to blast more 
more rock on Johnson street before this 
work could be completed." 

The special committee on Itock Bay 
bridge repairs presented their report, as 
follows: 

"After duo consideration of the argent 
and necessary Improvements or Rock Bay 
bridge, we huve the honor to report and 
recommend as follows: That the proposed 
lmprovemeats and repnirs upon the above 
bridge be carried out lu accordance with 
the plans, etc., on file iu the office ot the 
city engineer; aud in view of the fact that 
the present floor requires Unniedinte renew- 
al (which canuot be done until after the 
improvements are completed) the engineer 
go at once with the said plans to Inter- 
view Mr. Joseph U. Coy, O.K., in order 
to explain all particulars In regard to the 
matter; and further in regard lo the driv- 
ing of extra piles and reuewal of flooring, 
that the government be asked to act at once, 
as otherwise it may be necessary to close 
the bridge to vehicular truffle." 

This was adopted without debate, as 
was also a report from the finance com- 
mittee, providing for the payment of 
sundry weekly accounts to the amount 
of $(ljltil.4l— which sunn is inclusive of 
$72.50 for the special services of City 
Solicitor Brndburu in connection with 
the police commission inquiry; and 
$126.25 to the stenographer, P. G. Jones, 
for his attendance on that occasion. 

A second report from the same com- 
mittee covered $1,103, ami was -also 
adopted. 

The motion of which the Mayor hail 
given notice, providing for the employ- 
ment of Mr. H. W. Sheppard as assist- 
ant police court proseeator aud Chinook 
interpreter at a salary of $000 per annum 
on his retirement from the ollice of chief 
of police, was fathered by Aid. Iluywnrd 
and Stewart, and drily presented. 

Explaining his recommendation in this 
regard, which was really a recommenda- 
tion from the pv>'ico 'commission. Mayor 
Kedfern stated that in the past Chief 
Sheppard had assumed the duties of 
police court prosooutor lllid Chinook in- 
terpreter without charge lo the city, al- 
though the customary fee lo interpreters 
was $2.50 per case. He — aud the other 
commissioners — was inclined to believe 
that the time of 'the Chief might perhaiw 
be employed to greater advantage to the 
city than in conducting trivial police 
court eases; while a reference to the 
accounts for the past year showed that 
in the capacity of ©hitiook interpreter 
Mr. Siwppitrd had saved the city $2-1!) in 
fees alone. The retiring chief had cer- 
tainly shown marked ability in conduct- 
ing the ordinary cases of the police court, 
and in view of his long service — unchal- 
lenged during 23 years past until the re- 
cent occasion precedent to his resigim- 
tion. when he had erred more through 
good nature and kindness than aught 
else — it seemed not unreasonable to sug- 
gest that he be provided for in some snich 
manner as contemplated by the resolu- 
tion — particularly as ii meant only an ex- 
penditure of $350 net' year, aside from 
the average earned fees as interpreter. 
The proposed change would give the new 
chief enlarged scope for his other and 
more important duties, and he believed 
would work well for the city. 

Aid. Humphrey declared his intention 
of voting against the resolution, not be- 
cause lie objected to nn old servant of 
the city being provided for, nor yet be- 
cause lie was averse to the amount — but 
because he could not endorse the crea- 
tion of new positions at the present time 
— while he would not object to the ofllci 
being given on a fee basis. 

Very much the same ground was taken 
by A Id. Cameron, who regarded it ns 
establishing a bad precedent, particu- 
larly as the council was itself on the eve 
of retirement. He thought that the new 
chief and new council should have some- 
thing to say in this matter, und would 
vote accordingly. 

Aid. Williams regretted that the police 
commissioners had not arranged to have 
Mr. Shepoard retained as a gaoler or in 
some similar capacity, in addition to that 
of police court prosooutor and Chinook 
interpreter, the salary being thereby dis- 
tributed. He could not agree with the 
proposal in Ihe form in which it was 
offered. 

Aid. Hayward concurred with the reso- 
lution, and thought that the mutter of 
long and generally efficient service should 
have due weight. The iioliee commis- 
sioners had raised the salary of the new 
chief to $125 — indeed, public opinion 
would have endorsed the action if they 
had made it $150 per month; and he did 
not think that the public would have any 
complaint to offer if the appointment of 
Mr. Sheppard to be assistant |x>liee court 
prosecutor and interpreter at $000, was 
made as proposed. 

Aid. Kinsman also supported Ihe mo- 
tion, with a compliment to Chief Shep- 
pard for having given the" best average 
service to fin., city of all (he occupants of 
the office. 

The resolution passed on <i vote of 7 
3, (he Mayor with Aid. Kinsman, 
Williams, MacCregor, Brydon, Stewart 
ind Hayward voting affirmative; and 
Aid. 'Heckwith, Humphrey an/1 Cameron 
■on t rn . 

The formal motions providing for the 
nomination and election of members of 
the council and school boards, the dates 
■being named as January 8 and Jatiu.ary 
11, were assented to without debate, anil 
Messrs. William Dnlhy, Ceorge Clover, 
T. J. Dearberg and David Sprag(fe being 
named as deputies of Returning Officer 
Northcott. 

With regard to the Port AngeJes 
retry connection proposal, Aid. Mne- 
(Jregor moved, in accordance with bis 
posted notice of intention, and with Aid. 
Williams as seconder: 

"Whereas a by-law to provide n sub- 
sidy for the establishment of a car ferry 
and passenger steamboat service bet 
Victoria and Port Angeles was drafted 
and laid before the board several months 
ago. at the requisition of -ts:! ratepayers 
representing considerably more than tin 
required amount of taxable real estate; and 
whereas a majority of the board have per- 
sistently refused to accede to the demand 
of the said ratepayers to place before them 
a by-law which, If passed, would Insure 
the establishment of the said sendee, and 
have further obstructed Its pnssage in al- 
tering and mutilating the measure, thereby 
rendering its provisions so onerous ns to 
place it beyond the powers of the promoters 
of the scheme to comply with the require- 
ments of the by-law; and whereas the pro- 
moters of the scheme decline to accept the 
by-law in Its present, form, and have ex- 
pressed a wish to have It withdrawn: Be 
It therefore resolved (tint this board, hav- 
ing declined to meet the request of the peti- 
tioning ratepayers thai the said by-law. be 
and (he same ts hereby withdrawn from fur- 
ther consideration by the hoard." 

Aid. Beckwlth looked upon this ns u 
rennarkable motion for any alderman ' f 
offer, and promptly introduced aii nmend- 
tating in effect that whereas tin

Aid. Kinsman advised that useless 
motions and discussions should drop. 
The council had business to truutact, and 
his advice was to take the vote without 
unprofitable debate. 

Aid. MacGregor distinctly opposed a 
silent vote. He had not expected, he 
said, that his motion would be palatable, 
yet it wns distinctly in accordance with 
the record of facts. He proceeded to 
irace the history of the Port Angeles pro- 
ject since its inception to the council; 
contending that the .by-law as existing 
after its many alterations <by the coun- 
cil, was an impossible one, such nn one 
as hud not been asked for by the citizens 
and in distinct contrast to the ironclad, 
dean-cut prsposjtiou presented originally 
at the request of ratepayer As it now 
stood, the promoters of the connection 
would have nothing to do with the by- 
law at double the amount of Subsidy. 
As introducer of the by-law,' he believed 
he had a perfect right to withdraw it— 

The Mayor— With consent of the coun- 
cil. 

There would be no difficulty about the 
withdrawal, Aid. MacCregor contended 
— had not the resolution been so "point- 
edly" drafted. 

"Had it not been for the string of un- 
justifiable insinuations," observed Aid. 
Beckwith. 

Aid. MacCregor retorted that Aid. 
Bekwith's amendment was in accord 
with the insults that gentleman had of- 
fered to the promoters of the ferry on 
the occasion of their recent visit. 

Aid. Bt-ckwith denied any insults, and 

Aid. Hayward asked that the mover 
of the amendment state his reasons for 
asking for the return of the by-law to 
committee., now that it was well under- 
stood that it could not be proceeded with. 
Did the alderman propose to evince re- 
pentance, and vote tu increase the sub- 
sidy or remove the objectionable condi- "'"''k ,<,r

Add. Williams agreed with Aid Hay 
ward, and accused Aid. Beck with ol 
changing front on the Angeles proposal 
He challenged him lo explain the mean 
log of his amendment. 

Thus invited. Aid. Beckwith repudi- 
ated any inconsistency, und asserted that 
while he had been prepared li» Clldorsi 
a substantial subsidy for the Angeles 
connection— he had indeed secvflided Aid 
Hayward's motion that the amount In 
fixed at $12.500.— he had objected to tie 
conditions of the by-law .v.s presented, 
believing them to but Insufficiently safe- 
guard the interests of Victoria and Vic- 
torians. Hi- believed thai the by-law, at 
drafted, was so insecure that the .com- 
pany, while living up to the letter of tin 
obligation sufficiently to secure the sub- 
sidy, might give a service that would 
be of no value to Victoria, lie denied, 
too, that the council had at any time 
declined to put the by-law before tin 
people — indeed his present motion was t< 
bo taken as more in that direction than 
the proposal of the introducer, Aid. Mac 
gregor, to withdraw it. 

The amendment being offered to th 
vote was carried — on a (1 to •( vote, th 
Mayor with Aid. Cameron, Humphrey 
Brydon, Beckwith and Stewart voting 
"aye," and Aid. Hayward, Kinsman 
Williams and MacCregor in opposition, 

The by-law being thus returned to com 
mittee, His Worship inquired: 

"What are you going' to do now— tin 
promoters say they cannot go on with 
this by-law?" 

"I move that the committee rise," said 
Aid. Stewart. 

And this being passed, the by-law was 
killed — not withdrawn. 

The formal bydaw recommended by 
the Mayor, to -provide for the continua- 
tion of the loan arranged to meet the 
court deposit required for the two ad- 
versely decided Point Kllice bridge dam- 
age suits, was passed through its various 
stages, and carried, the Mayor explain- 
ing that it was merely for the return of 
the sum involved to the general revenue 
of the year, and its carrying until such 
time .is the settlement of all the bridge 
claims should lie taken up. 

At. the suggestion of the city's legal 
representatives, the by-law is provided 
with a life of not more than live years, 
although with the option of lifting prior 
to this date at any time. 

"Of course we don't intend." observed 
the Mayor, "that these matters shall be 
allowed to hung all the time." 

It was a quarter to 11 when the Vic- 
toria & Sidney Railway Extension by- 
law was presented for second reading by 
Aid. Beckwith, and Aid. Hayward sug- 
gested that so important a matter should 
be reserved for a special evening when 
the council should he fresh for the task. 

Aid. Beckwith thought that the second 
reading might proceed, and discussion 
come at the committee stage. 

The majority were against him, how- 
ever, and the difficulty was finally met by 
an adjournment of the board until to- 
morrow evening at K, when this by-law 
will monopolize attention.

George G. Campbell Explains Why Ho 
Became an Informer in a 



Liquor Case. 



_ Investigation of a charge of Sunday 
liquor selling, preferred against Mrs. 
Dora Voss as licensee of the Queen's 
hotel, opened yesterday in the city police 
court, the magistrate having declined to 
dismiss the information on Saturday last 
when there was no appearance of tlif? 
prosecutor. The information in this 
case, it may bo noted, is not laid toy any 
©ember of, tt K . police department, but by 
George G. Campbell, a Carpenter who at 
the time the offence is alleged to have 
been committed, was a guest at the 
Quern's, end considerably iu arrears on 
his !• ,1 :icc<..;v..r. 

Caup.'.'vli was tile only witness exam- 
ined yesterday, and made oath to the in- 
formation, which in effect wos of an il- 
legal sale of a glass of beer on the 17th 
of September last, during hours prohib- 
ited by the Liquor Traffic RegtUtUios 
Act. Specifically, Campbell, -deposed that 
on the Sunday mornujg in question, he 
had had an engagement with another 
guest of the- house, Mr. Davis, between 
S and fj o'clock; had met M,r. Davis, and 
at his ( Davis') invitation had entered the 
barroom for the purpose of having a 
drink. They had been served by the bar- 
tender, Copeland, with two glasses of 
beer, for which Davis paid ten cents; 
and they had drunk the beer. 

Davis, tin- prosecutor explained, had 
not come to court, because he "didn't 
want to have anything to do with the 
case." lie understood that Davis had 
left the city; in any event he had re- 
fused to he a witness. As for dates and 
particulars— Campbell wos prepared to 
speak with positiveiioss from the fact 
tiial be had kepi a diary since going to 
the Chemical company, by 
us still employed when despite 
the twinges of conscience, lie took this 
particular glass of beer on the 17th of 
September, lie had not conic to (he police 
court on Scturday in consequence of hav- 
ing been "approached" not to go on with 
the <-aso; I, indeed, had sent his bro- 
ther-in-law Cromptwn to the city hull to 
sto[» the ease, although Cronipton lunl 
failed to sec tin- chief aud accomplish 
this result, 

'Questioned as in his relations with ihe 
hotel, Campbell admitted tiutt ut the 7th 
of the month, he had owed $:\V, for board, 
lie had some Ihue before given an order 
for '.¥22.50 on account; but the manage- 
ment of the house had been unable to 
collect it. His trunk had been held 
pending ,i settlement of the board bill, 
but when he had got work at Chemtiiuus, 
ho bad been permitted to remove such 
tools and clothing as In- required. He 
declared with posit iveness that he had 
not instituted the present proceedings in 
consequence of the detention of the trunk 
until the board bill was satisfied. 

"I swear," lie said, "that I did not lay 
this charge from spite, but on principle. 
1 am opposed to Sunday drinking." 

'Being further examined, Campbell de- 
nied having told Jack Hae that 
he woidd pay the Queen's bill 
when he got good and ready, 
at the same time exhibiting a roil 
of bank bills. Nor had he said that he 
would "get the house pulled" unless per- 
mitted to take his trunk without a set- 
tlement. Last Monday be had asked 
Mr. Laurenz for his bill, and it had been 
given to hfm. the amount being $14.40. 
lie had (hen said that he wouldn't pay 
it until he saw his clothes; and M* 
Laurenz had said that he could not ... 
his clothes until he paid his bill. ]., 
had been Hinder the impression that an 
overcharge of ,<1 had been made. He 
was prepared to admit that he had said 

to Mr Laurenz that h mid "pull th* 

bouse" on two charges. Mr. Laurenz had 
replied that he might "go ahead and 
pull." The two charges he had meant 
wen — one for Sunday selling; and th 
other something that lie not now ( 
to mention. The Sunday selling that 
had at that time had in mind was 
.Inly last. 

The evidence of Campbell was eonchn 
rd yesterday, and other witnesses will 
heard when the ease goes on to-day— th 
iving been specially requested 
e Mr. Davis to the court.

ROSSLAND. 
In Sunset No. on the 100-foot level, 
in u crosscut nt a point 250 feet from No. 
;! shaft, there has been encountered u 
ledge, which was known last evening to 
be V-i feet wide. The ore so far found 
in the ledge is mixed, but throughout it 
arc large bunches of ore that appear to 
carry considerable coj»per and gold. The 
general direction of the rind from the 
shaft is southwest. The find is ou what 
is known an No. I! vein. The ledge is in 
place, and the formation on the hanging 
wall is (Monte. The ore in the ledge is 
in large bunches and there is consider- 
able of it. No assays have yet been 
made, but Mr. Drewry thinks it is of a 
payable grade. The ledge ou which the 
find was made can be traced on the sur- 
face for a distance of fully 12,000 feel. 
It pa us from near the shaft-house up 
and over the other side of the peak that 
towers high above that building. For 
a distance of 150 feet from where the 
find was made, Deer Park mountain 
rises very abruptly, and for each foot 
of drifting two feet of depth will be 
gained. Should the ledge prove con- 
tinuous and the ore grow more solid and 
be less mixed, the find should prove one 
of great value. Work was resumed 
yesterday in a crosscut running in a 
northwesterly direction. This crosscut 
has been driven a distance of S2 feet 
towards vein No. 2. It has been opened 
by a shaft which has reached a depth of 
liS feet, and the ledge is 4M> feet wide. 
It will he tapped by the crosscut from 
No. :i shaft at a depth of 270 feet.

As was Anticipated, the meeting of the 
electors of Victoria West held in Sem 
pie's hall Oast evening for the purpose of 
organizing for the approaching munici- 
pal elections, resulted in the citizens of 
that w-idc-awako section o.f the city de- 
termining upon making Victoria AVest 
grievances an i»sue in the approaching 
contest. Candidates for aldcrmnnlc 
honors, not only in the North Ward, but 
also in the South and Central words, will 
be repaired to accept a platform agree- 
able to Victoria West ir tlncy wish sup- 
port from those whoou the residents of 
that section are able to influence. A 
vote expressing confidence hi Aldermen 
Beckwiti aud Kryilou was carried unani- 
mously, as also was one pledging the 
electors to oppose the candidature of 
Mayor Ecdfern. 

Owing to the inadequate manner m 
which the meeting had been advertised, 
the attendance was smaller Chan would 
otherwise have been the case. 

Mr. Beaumont Boggc acted as chair- 
man. In opening Mr. Boggs stated that 
the object of the meeting was to hear the 
report of the committee appointed to 
confer with Attorney-General Henderson 
in connection with the Craigllower road 
matter, and the mayor and aldermen in 
regard to affairs generally affecting Vic- 
toria AVest. Mr. Boggs explained briefly 
the result of these conferences. The 
committee 'had impressed upon the local 
government the necessity of gazetting 
the Craigllower road as crown land, anil 
there is a likelihood of this being done.

He thought it was the duty 
of Victoria Wist citizens to Stand to- 
gether in the support or opposition of 
candidates. 

Thomas Redding moved and Mr. Faw-

" That in the opiinion of this meeting 
we have full confidence in Aldermen 
Beckwith and Brydon; that our iuter- 
esta -will be safeguarded by them and a 
fair share of civic moneys be .spent where 
most needed in this section; and we 
pledge them our support and influence." 

C. W. Jenkinson thought the resolution 
should he supported. They should stick 
to those who had stuck t<> Victoria 
West. The aldermen mentioned had 
done their bewt for Victoria West. Any 
candidates coining forward should he 
asked to meet the wishes of the citizens 
of that section— a section of the city 
which was improving very rapidly, and 
speedily increasing in population anil Im- 
portance.

Seals Must 

.Still Suffer. 



The Cruel Branding Operations 
to be Continued by the 
United States. 



Collector Milne Protests to the 
Imperial and Federal 
Authorities. 



'I here js a likelihood of the celebrated 
sealing' dispute, between Great Britain 
and the United States again coming to 
tho front in an unexpected manner. 
When the local fleet returned from last 
season's cruise in Behring Sea, heart- 
rending stories were told of the cruelty 
inflicted upon the pool" seals on the 
Pribyloff islands by the branding opera- 
tions employed by the United States gov- 
ernment. Sends caught by a number of 
the returning sealers bore wounds of : 
sickening character, Capt. Siewacd hav 
Ing captured one poor animal the back 
of which had been burned so deeply by 
the branding irons that the spinal hone 
were visible. The indignation arouse 
by the circulation of such reports does 
not seem to have troubled the consciences 
of those responsible for such dastardly 
conduct in the least, for in accordance 
with an official order of the United States 
government, the branding operations are 
now to be pursued with renewed vigor. 

The secretary of rile interior in the 
Washington government in his annual 
report, says in regard to the Alaskan 
seal fisheries: 

"Pelagic sealing still continues in Beh- 
ring sea in spite of the vigilant patrol 
maintained by the revenue cutters. In 
order to prove the proprietary rights of 
the United States in the seals, the brand 
ing of them should he continued. Hith 
erto the branding has been done with in 
ferior apparatus, and consequently is not 
very effective. Men who are experts 
the business should be employed to 
this work, and be supplied with the m 
recent electrical appliances for branding, 
such as those used by the stockmen on 
the Western plains of the United States. 
The North American Commercial Com- 
pany has under its contract with the gov- 
rumeut taken about lti.o'JO seals during

A Colonist: reporter yesterday inter- 
viewed a number of local sealers and 
collector of customs A. II, Milne, in re- 
gard to the above statement. While none 
were surprised that a continuation of 
the cruel branding operations would be 
insisted upon by the United States gov- 
ernment, all were loud in denunciation of 
such inhuman methods. Collector Milne 
was no less outspoken than the sealing 
captains— and there were few men who 
know more about seals and sealing than 
that courteous official. In an interview 
with the Colonist, the collector said he 
could conceive of but one motive actuat- 
ing the United States authorities in 
persisting ill their atrocious branding 
operations among the seal herds — thai of 
desiring to destroy tho marketable value 
of the seals branded. But their opera- 
tions were in his opinion calculated to 
have a far more wide-reaching effect, 
viz: that of driving the seals altogether 
from northern waters. Seals are known 
to be easily frightened, anil extremely 
nervous and irritable, aud in proof of 
this statement the collector cited the fact 
that according to the sealing captains at. 
the conclusion of last season's voyage tin- 
large seal herds were found in an en- 
tirely new quarter, evidently having been 
driven from their old haunts since the 
commencement of the branding opera- 
tions. Branded seals have also been 
found on the Japanese coast, whiuh 
proves conclusively that that animal 
travels long distances and is In no sense 
a permanent inhabitant of one locality. 
Collector Milne also mentioned as an in- 
dication that the seals may be expected 
to leave the Pribyloff islands where Un- 
sealing operations aro carried, in the fact 
that when about 10 years ago n company 
commenced the work of saving the seat 
oil on one of the islands in the north, 
the whole herd at once left the locality. 

So indignant is Collector Milne at the 
continuation by the United States gov- 
ernment of the barbarous branding oper- 
ations, he has already made recommend- 
ations to the Imperial and Federal au- 
thorities on t'lie subject. Under date of 
November 2!) he wrote to the department 
of marine and fisheries, Ottawa: 

"The locality where seals were found 
most numerous was northwest instead of 
northeast of the Pribyloff islands, ns 
formerly, but no particular reason was 
given for this change — only the move- 
ment of the food fish, although some 
assign the reason to flho d's-turbance of 
the seals on the islands of St. Paul and 
St. George; and it appeared to them that 
the seals were looking for new homes on 
the Wlands adjacent to the mainland of 
Alaska. It hits also been reported ti- 
me that some seals were taken by the 
sealing vessels which 'hail been branded 
by the electric machine adapted for that 
purpose. and which was used on the 
Prtbyjoft islands., by authority of the 
United States government. The observa- 
tions, made to me by many sealers in re- 
gard to the appearance of the seals 
taken, and which had survived the 
branding operation, wen- that the wounds 
made by the brand presented a most in- 



A VERY TINY BABY. 

St. John AVonian Mother of an 18-Ounce 
Child Now Thriving in 
an Incubator. 

A New York paper prints the follow 
ing: 

"Bound in swaddling clothes and era 
died in a home-made incubator fashion 
ed out nt' a dry-goods box. lies the smal- 
lest baby in New York — Marie Thelmn 
De Long. All -babies are wonders, but 
this one is considered by her parents 
have several blue-ribbon characteristii 
She is not only the smallest living baby 
in New York, but she is the only one 
who litis ever been reared in a dry goods 
box. The little girl's father was one 
of twins. This baby is the survivor of 
twins— the other a boy— who were bora 
three weeks ago. Both children were 
abnormally small. They weighed less 
than IS ounces each; measured less than 
one foot in length. Placed side by side 
they covered about four inches of spaco 
Their heads could be encircled by tin 
thumb and fore-linger. In other words 
they were about the size of an ordinary 
hairbrush, easily placed in a man's hat 
anil lost in a lady's satchel. Such wen- 
little Marie De, Dong and her twin bro- 
ther three weeks ago. At their birth 
the doctor said that he did not consider 
it safe to send the little ones to Bellevue 
on account of danger from exposure. De 
Dong realized there was no time to be 
lost. Necessity suggested a dry goods 
box as an incubator. "Just the thing," 
said Dr. Trenwith, who was in attend- 
ance. "Never has been tried but I think 
it could be made to work." Do Dong 
got a box about 2' / {> feet square, had a 
carpenter tit it up with a lid fitted with 
a glass slide, being a tray in the centre 
of the box like the tray of a trunk aud 
left beneath the tray a space for hot 
water bottles. The doctor placed the 
babies side by side in the tray, wrapped 
up in flannel and covered by a little quilt 
which would ordinarily be hardly enough 
to cover a medium sized doll. They wen- 
taken out every two hours and fed. But 
the boy baby did not seem as hardy as 
the girl. At the end of an hour he died. 
At birth the girl weighed less than a 
pound. Yesterdny she weighed 2'2 ounces 
— a gain of about live ounces in three 
days. In spite of this growth, however, 
the baby is no larger than a small doll. 
Her eyes, when open, are about the size 
of small peas. On her perfectly formed 
bead is a little tuft of brown hair half 
an inch long. The body is perfectly 
moulded. The waist measures three 
inches. The feet are an inch long. The 
hands are half an inch wide. The hands 
from wrist to the linger tips measure 
one inch. The lingers are like toothpicks. 
The article concludes: Mrs. De Dong, 
who is slight, is a Canadian by birth, a 
graduate of the Sacred Heart Convent, 
and accomplished both in instrumental 
and vocal music. Her mother, Mrs. J. 
E. Nealis. is large, so is her father. Mr. 
De Dong's family for generations back 
have been well developed thougii not 
large. The nurse, Mrs. Joseph Mailer- 
hofer, ascribes the good health of her 
charge to the excellence of the incubator. 
She keeps her eye on the thermometer, 
which shows through the glass slide on 
the cover anad keeps the temperature at 
exactly 90 degrees uJl the time. She 
says that is all there is to it. The cast- 
has alreday attracted the attention of the 
medical world. Physicians are daily 
calling at the De Dong apartment, nt No. 
US West One Hundred and Fifth 
street."
